Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101

elements that are coupled. The claim 24 is a software per see, and requires the software of the 
claim 24 in a computer storage medium containing hardware for storing the software, and 
therefore lacks a practical application because it alone cannot produce its intended outcome.
